Update on Baby Gus (4/19/24)

Hello friends. | apologize for the delayed update. 
The last week has been a whirlwind of adjustments 
and changes - mostly good. Gus is doing really 
. well. His meds have been weaned considerably, his 
’ second chest tube removed (woohoo!), and he is 

& breathing room air! We even got to bring him 
outside nto the hospital garden the other day. 


The kidneys remain a major obstacle to his progression. His renal 
scan (to follow up on that for you all) verified that his kidneys were 
indeed damaged, but they are still perfusing blood, which was 
encouraging. It means the possibility for recovery is still there. 
However, his urine output (a key indicator of kidney health) is still 
minimal, and the kidneys haven't responded to diuretics. Our 
nephrology team is optimistic, but for now all we can do is give the 
kidneys the ideal conditions for recovery, wait, and pray. He's still 
on peritoneal dialysis with hourly passes. Ideally, we'd like to see 
the kidneys recover to the point where such frequent dialysis is 
not needed - or not needed at all. 


137 days with Gus at the hospital. He's made huge strides in the 
last few weeks. He is struggling with some discomfort from 
withdrawals, but our team has been doing a great job of weaning 
him from his meds while balancing his comfort and addressing his 
delirium. God has been kind to us. Every day with Gus is a gift. 
Thank you for continuing to follow our story and pray for us.
